The altered face of the 
battle1 is due to changes in the condi 
tioh of the ground and tactics and 
though the fighting has been confined 
to .comparatively short sectors, north 
of Soissons, north of Noyon and around 
Neste- engagements of the utmost im- 
portance have been in progress in 
which the allies have gained advantages 
that explain the enormous sacrifices 
the "Germans made to hold them off at 
those points. 
North of Soissons, General Mangin's 
forces -after three days of furious com- 
bats, in which positions were taken and 
retaken several times, have- pushed 
forward on the plateau that overflows 
the valley of the Ailette behind Chem- 
in-des-Dames and from where the cit- 
adel of Laon, one of the stoutest pillars 
in the German secondary line of de- 
fense may plainly be seen. 
The French 
and Americans met 
around -Juvigny,"the elite o£ the Ger- 
man varmy, grenadiers of the Prussian 


* guard, picked storming battalions and 
hacdx, mountain infantrymen. 
They 
def^^^ttem^aeelsTvelyt taking ^aTI' 
enormous death-roll £fom their ranks 
ana- sending si-goodly number of cap- 
tives to the rear. The Associated Press 
correspondent saw a column of prison- 
ers filing back over the plateau to the 
west where white wood crosses over 
fresh graves marked the scene of other 
recent defeats. Some were young, but 
all were surly and hutmlitajtion and de 
pression showed in their faces, rather 
in the sensation exhibited by other 
prisoners over the final release from 


' the inferno of war. 
The Americans co-operated in the at 
tack on Juvigny with the type of tanks 
which the French have named Chars 
d'Assaut, or shock-cars. These engines 
of war have been called "armored in- 
fantry." They have all the suppleness 
of troops afoot and they advance read- 
ily into the enemy's positions dealing 
death with gruesome profusion from 
their quick-firers and cannon. One of 
these cars manned by a French lieu- 
tenant, killed 200 Germans before 
Juvigny. 
He had just abandoned a 
damaged tank to take the place of a 
wounded man in another. 
His pilot 
whose orders were to stay by the dis- 
abled car, was unable to resist the 
enthusiasm of the charging troops past 
his abandoned post and fell in with a 
platoon of Americans short of officers. 
The pilot showed them the route and 
fought with them all afternoon. 
"It's good to see how those Ameri- 
cans fight." this boy said to the cor- 
respondent. 
"We are glad to fight 


with them. Together we will get the 
Germans."

prepared address on \\hat he called

personal friend and adviser. 


With ironical references to the Pres 


ident's recent statement that politics is 
adjourned, the senator asserted, that 
having elected the President "almost 
single handed" Colonel House and a 
coterie of Texas politicians "are in the 
saddle and they are doing politics in 
the same old way." 


Under pretense of war powers, 
he 


said, the administration is placing con- 
trol of the country in the hands of *a 
few politicians and labor leaders, to, be 
used relentlessly for the election of party 
candidates now and a president in 1920.

AMERICAN BOTTLE COMPANY OFFERS 


G1H $6,707.48 FOR WATER USED THROUGH 


TAP UNKNOWN TO THE WATER WORKS 


A sensational injunction suit, in- 
volving the city of Newark as the de- 
fendant and the American Bottle com 
pany as plaintiff, and growing out of 
the charge that the American Bottle 
company has been using city water to 
the amount of $49.000 for which it has 
made no payment, was filed in com- 
mon pleas court this morning. 
The 
petition which was granted by Judge 
T. B. Fulton tbis morning, after ,ip- 


o restrain the city from 
ting off the entire supply of city water 
to the Bottle company's plant. 


The suit grows out of the discovers 
made in the recent survey of the city, 
that 
while the 
water station was 
pumping between four and five mil- 
lion gallons of water ;i dav. the city- 
was receiving pay for only a little 
over a million 
The investigation has 
been conducted without publicity at 
the request of the city, in order to 
ascertatin just where the surplus wat- 
er Avas being used, of which no rec- 
ord was being made. 


The water which the city asserts 
the Bottle company mas receiving was 


being secured through a "tap-in" and 
the city rendered a bill for $49,000 to 
the American Bottle company which 
the latter refused to pay. The suit 
filed today seeks to restrain the city 
from shutting off the entire supply of 
water to the factor, for failure to'pay 
the bill. 


The injunction petition asserts that 
the American Bottle companv as a 
corporation is the plaintiff and that 
the city of Newark, a. municipal cor 
poration. and J, Edward Wilson, di- 
rector of public safety for Newark, 
are the defendants. 
The plaintiff sets forth that it owns 


a large factory plant, covering 
50 j 
acres of land, and maiding a number 
of departments ami structures which j 
are enumerated in the petition. 
It i 
further continues that the corporation 
employes about i>00 people with a pay- 
roll of about $500,001) and that it an- 
nually pays about $23,000 in taxes. 
The petition sets foith that the na- 
tu*re of the plant and the articles 
manufactured tend to great danger 
from fire Avhich would destroy the

VICTORIOUS TROOPS THREATEN TO OUTFLANK 


MAIN HINDFMIRG LINE SOUTH TO ST. QUENTIN 


Ten Thousand Hun Prisoners Captured .. by, 
^ 


Yesterday and Many Mare This Morning-— British Alsf> 
Successful in Taking. Wwlverghem Two Miles SouUiT 
east of Kemmel in the Flanders Sector — Germans Sur- 
prised at the Quickness With Which Haig's Canadians 
and Other British Forces Organized the Crushing At- 
tack Against Them.

On a front of virtually 50 miles, from just below Yprest to a point near Ptof- 
onnc on the Soinnie, the German armies are in retreat. 


This retrograde movement is not a v oluntary one tin the part of the enemy, 
but has beer forced by the series of unremitting hammer blows inflicted by Mar- 
shal Fbch in the past six or seven weeks. It has now been accelerated by the no- 
table victory won by Field Marshal Hafe yesterday in breaking through 
the 
strong defensive lines protecting the railway centers of Douai and Cambral and 
threatening to outflank even the main Ilindeiiburg line south to St. Quentin. 


Already the taking of 10,009 prisoners by the British in their advance is re- 
ported and. the German casualties in killed and wounded are declared to have 
been notably heavy as their tickly massed forces felt the force of the British 
blow.

So pronounced and" so speedy is the German retirement that it seems as If ' 
the enemy, if he has not met with; a disaster, is perilously on the verge of one. 
In what nunears-'like an effort'to escape in time, the scope of the German re^" 
tiremeiit. which had been proceeding somewhat leisurely both north and south.

Still further south the retirement has resulted in the evacuation of areas 


lirce to four miles deep on both side* of the Buiiauine-Cambrai road, the British' 
taking town after town in this area in their steady advance. 


Although the German command must have keen expecting an attack on the 
Himlcnburg switch line, which the British had closely approached'in their earlier 
advances, it apparently was not expected at the moment. The Germans seen 
o have been surprised at the quickness with which Haig's Canadian* and other 
British forces organized a crushing attack against the line itself. This looming, 
alone, OH the 20-mile front where the Rritish are mainly engaged, they, are re* 
ported to have advanced no less than a maximum of four miles. This seems to 
emphasize the cleanness of the break, and, with the large captures of prisoners* 
points to the demoralization of the German forces in this area. 
It fa too early to estimate with any degree of accuracy what effect the present 
big drive of the allies may ultimately produce. The fall of Douai and Cambrai. 
which now seems not improbable in the. near future wouhVput the entire Ger- 
man line out of joint between the North Sea and a great part:Of northern Franca 
now occupied by the Germans.

ERCHANDISING is such a tremendous subject, 


and the paths leading from the subject so 
numerous that I shall only attempt in this 


short space to keep in mind the steps that have been 
found safe and profitable in practical experience. 


In the manufacture and merchandising of any prod- 


uct there are always two costs, the cost of production 
and the cost of selling. Both enter every problem 
of merchandising. 


The cost of production under modern methods and 


close adherence to 
quality 
is practically a 
fixed 


amount. The cost of selling fluctuates, depending on 
the volume, and volume is the goal of all manufactur- 
ers and the greatest of all forces to create a volume of 
business is advertising which does and will sell an in- 
creased amount of goods at a decreased selling cost. 


If I were a manufacturer and expected to distribute 


my product through the retail trade to the consumer, 
my basic thought would be the establishing for my 
product the most valuable of all assets—good will. I 
should next want to know—and I should make it my 
business to know without a shadow of a doubt—just 
how my product compared with others with which I 
would have to compete. 


I would demand that my product be given a most 


thorough analysis, and if the result showed satisfac- 
tory, I should feel safe in building a plan to quickly 
and economically get it to the consumer. 


My first step would be in finding my exact cost of 


production. The style of container I should have dis- 
tinctive; Ihe name short, easy to pronounce and as 
suggestive of quality as 
possible, considering 
the 


trademark requirements. 


The registering .of this trademark I would place In 


thoroughly competent hands, and'see that all the re- 
quirements of the government were promptly met. 


The price of the article to the consumer would nec- 


essarily depend upon the cost of the raw material, plus 
the cost of manufacture, cost of container, trade dis- 
counts, overhead and selling expense. To "the selling 
expense I should add a fixed amount per unit of sales 
for advertising. I should want to verify all these ex- 
penses, and 1 would call in an auditor and have this 
done. 


Should I decide that the first efforts would be con- 


fined to a local distrK Uion. and assuming that the 
article classed under the head of Food Products, or 
at least an article of general sales through the retailer, 
I would necessarily have to consider Ihe market where 
1 would launch this campaign. 


I would want to know the number of dealers in this 


market, the consuming power of its population. 
I 


should want to figure the general benefits that would 
accrue outside of this market proper, as against the 
cost, an dshould the possibilities seem to justify open- 
ing this market, naturally the first question would be 
how to get our distribution and how are we to sell the 
consumer, thereby starting good will. 


Having in mind the proper advertising schedule, and 


selling our Sales Department on thii schedule, I should 
go into a vigorous sales campaign with the dealers.

This sales effort should, under proper merchandising 
conditions, make it possible to commence an advertis- 
ing campaign. 


I should not care to go into this market unless my. 


investigation of the consuming power of the market 
for my product would square with a cost equal to a 
three-year advertising schedule. 
In my selection of. 


an agency, and especially the man I would have to 
consult, I would be largely influenced by what they 
had accomplished with a similar product. 


I would look for sincere and plain honesty in the 


man, rather than much'brilliancy. After I had made 
my choice, I would go into the most minute details 
with the solicitor and thoroughly inform him of each 
§tep contemplated in the campaign. 


After determining upon the media to be used in 


the local campaign, and parenthetically, if the appeal 
was to the housewife, my choice would be newspa- 
ers. 


Once the media was chosen, I would make it my 


business to see that 100 per cent of my appropriation 
would be spent in this way. In other words, I would 
only shoot at one target. 


Now, 
while I should insist that my publicity cam- 


paign be figured out and completed in detail, it would 
be largely for the reason that I wanted the agency 
to have plenty of time in getting it up and to have 
the data on hand for our own and our salesmen's in- 
formation, and to be available when the time was ripe 
for it to be used. 


Assuming a market the size of Chicago was to be 


the field, the first step after the product had been 
^prepared for the market would naturally be getting 
the sales force and outlining the sales plans and see- 
ing-4hat these plans were put across intelligently to 
the dealer. If the article to be merchandised was a 
staple. I should insist on opening at least 60 per cent 
of the stores before starting any publicity whatever. 


To do this, it would be necessary of course to start 


with some sales organization. 
In engaging these men 


I would not go into the market for expert salesmen. 
I should rather school men in my own way. 


In approaching the dealer on a proposition as out' 


lined, my plan would be one that would be perfectly 
fair to him; one that would enlist some co-operation 
and Tone on which the salesman would be able to line 
up a fair percentage on sales. 


I should not endeavor to make my initial sale very 


large: in fact. I would want to be in position, if nec- 
essary, to sell for the dealer practically alt the goods 
that I sold him on my first order. 
To do this it 


would be necessary for the sales plan to provide for 
such cases. 


As soon as the distribution amounted to at least 60 


per cent, I would start the advertising, and as stated, 
when started, it would be for all lime, the initial ap- 
propriation covering the first three years. After this 
a portion of the accumulation from the fixed amount 
per unit of sale to be used to continue the publicity 
in this market and the balance to be used in opening 
up new territory.

THE BHPTIST CHURCH 


. : A. .patriotic meeting was. hold Sun- 
day night at the First Baptist church 
and the address"delivered by Dr. C. H. 
Stull was interesting. After a service 
flag had 
been displayed, and A. N. 


Dodd had called the roll of honor rep- 
resented by the stars, the Red Crosses, 
and the Triangle, the address began." 
The speaker pointed out-the necessi- 
ty of this draft of 18 to 45. The first 
draft had put over a million and a half 
American soldiers on the western front; 
but that number was absolutely insuf- 
ficient to, meet the needs of a proper 
and successful offensive.

Installment fighting would be a 
good thing for Germany, for it would 
let the war drag on for several years 
with an 
increasing chance 
for a 


patched-up peace. At this stage of the 
struggle we have Germany at 
the 
place where her- thundering guns are 
less to be feared than her peace talk. 
Giving her pur blows in the install- 
ment plan has a three-fold danger. 
"It will give Germany time to im- 
prove her food supply. It will permit 
her to get help from Poland and west- 
ern Russia, and great quantities of 
raw materials for her factories. 
It 


would improve her chance of victory 
through the increasing war weariness 
of her foes. 
Where men are fighting 


for principles and ideals many miles 
away from their homes, war-weariness 
is always a peril. .There is some war- 
weariness in England, 
France and 


Italy, but no evidence anywhere of 
lack of will and determination to see 
kaiscrism destroyed; and America is 
now goinp to put a huge army over 
there to bring that result about. As 
Germany is trusting to the sword, she 
is to ]>erish by it.

"The world is yet to see whether 


Germany is willing to die for military- 
ism under the mighty delusion that the 
whole world is .seeking to wipe her off 
the map."

CONSERVATION OF CREDIT. 


Not only should the goods and la- 


tor of the Nation be conserved for 
the prosecution of the war; the 
credit of the Nation must be con- 
served for the same purpose. 


This is being impressed upon the 


tanks, and it should be impressed 
upon the people, too—the borrowers 
from banks. 


All of the banks of the country 


are being urged by the Federal Re- 
serve Board to curtail 
their loans. 


They are urged to loan money only 
where the borrower is going to use 
it in some way that will aid in or 
contribute to winning the war. 
' This policy is not aimed at ham- 
pering legitimate business. It aims to 
help win the war, which is the best 
tiling possible for business. 
It sim- 


ply means that money wanted for 
nonessential purposes should be re- 
fused. 
Let the nonessential wait 


until the war is finished. The gov- 
ernment needs the money to carry 
on the war. The farmers, the men 
and the industries engaged in war 
work or engaged in producing things 
needed for the efficiency 
both 
of 


our soldiers and of our home peo- 
p'e, need credit to carry on their en- 
terprises. 


Merchants 
should 
not 
borrow 


money to stock up on luxuries or 
things that the people should 
not 


buy at this time. 
No one should 


borrow money now to spend 
need- 


lessly or extravagantly. 
Unneces- 


sary building, unneeded articles, un- 
essential enterprises should all await 
the ending of the war. 


The Federal Reserve Board points 


out that in the interest of success- 
ful government 
financing it would 


DO much better for the banks to hold 
credit within reasonable 'bounds by 
intelligent co-operation rather than 
to discourage borrowing by charging 
high interest rates. 
The 
people 


should co-operate with the govern- 
men! and the banks in this policy of 
conserving 
credit 
and 
curtailing 


borrowing except win-re the money, 
directly or indirectly, helps win the 
war, helps our soldiers who are risk- 
ing their lives for our countrv. 


A movement is spreading widely 


to secure the use of old newspapers 
'or wrapping parcels in stores. 
It 


utilizes the material better than the 
usual practice of selling them to the 
agman for conversion 
into pulp 


again, which involves a new process 
of manufacture. 


The cost of wrapping paper is 


quite a bill in running a store now. 
Store keepers usually pay 12 to 15 
cents a pound for it. The customer 
las to pay for this expense.

It seems to be a matter of only 


academic interest to our soldiers 
that three-fourths of the wounds sus- 
tained in modern battles could be 
prevented by the wearing of armor 
which military men declare is prac- 
tical, although it entails the carry-ins 
of extra weight. 
Major Bashford 


Dean, who has been superintending 
the making of test armor for the 
American 
expeditionary 
force 
in 


France, said in New York recently 
that most wounds sustained by sol- 
diers were caused by missiles of such 
low velocity that their force would 
have been "impeded by armor such 
as has been perfected by American 
experts. 
Specimens of this armor 


have been sent abroad for trial. 


Although discipline is generally ef- 


fective in the American army, it is 
truer of our men than of any others 
that their wishes must be consulted 
in the long run to obtain results. 
The 
American 
soldier, 
curiously 


enough, is himself the stumbling 
block to the widespread adoption of 
the heavy protective covering. 
The 


three or four-pound steel helmet 
seems to represent the limit of con- 
cessions he is willing to make. Al- 
though he knows that it is an im- 
portant protection against shrapnel, 
he wears it grumblingly. 
A great 


many men would rather run the 
added risk than wear it. 


German soldiers are known to have 


worn protective covering in the pres- 
ent offensive. They are trying out a 
contrivance which weighs from 24 to 
27 pounds, and which, it is said, 
will stop an ordinary rifle ball at 300 
yards. 
But it undoubtedly puts the 


wears at a disadvantage in personal 
combat. Added to his other equip- 
ment, it means a heavy load. For a 
man who expects to fight the enemy 
only at a distance it has arguments 
in its favor. 


But the American soldier is no 


long-distance fighter. He is a mas- 
ter of the individual combat, in rec- 
ognition of which fact he is receiving 
especial training. He will not count 
the risk so long as he has a chance 
to get at the Huns. Since, as has
